Itis
from the Bixteenthb, Eighteenth, Nineteenth,
and Twentieth wards, and the Twenty-sixth
and Twenty-third, that we have these gains,
It may be replied that the Demoocracy also
have their gains; that they Inorease over last
year's vote 7800, This is true; but from wha'
quarters do their accessions come !' From the
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth wards,
Now, where are these wards situated? Do
they comprise either ths respectability, or the |
honeaty, or the wealth of the city 7 Not at all. |
They are the river wards, to a great extent, |
They are east of Seventh street, and take in |
the sailor boarding-houses, the slop-shops, |
the low houses, the rnm mills, and all the |'
pestilential dens of our great metropolis. |
They ocomprise those portions of the oity which |
if it shonld please Providence to blot out from |
the limits of our corporation, and make them
a Sodom and Gomorrah, the good paople of
Philadelphia would bow in grate.ul reversnoce
for their loss. They compose Bedford street, |
and Bhippen street, and all the “Five Points’’ |
of the Quaker City, which breed imquity,
foater sin, and shelter crime. It is from such |
83 these that the Democratio gains come up.
It is from such as these that the great ‘‘party
of" the people’ gain their accessions. And
why ! Because the importation of roughs and |
the duplioation of votes can be sucoessfally |
oarried on in them, which, if they were at-
tempted elsewhere, would either send the
daring spirit to the penitentiary or to a
rioter's grave. In the past we see grounds*
for future hopefulness, The olass who were
pure remain with us permanently, and remain
true to their faith. They neither fear the
policemen nor do they waver with defeat. The
class which the Democraoy governs dread the
arrival of an officer, and in case of the forma-
tion of & proper Metropolitan Police Commit,
tee, we have reason to believe that the rasoals
may find Philadelphia too warm for their
abiding-place.

is & oause of desp regrot to any one to flnd him
castivg this record aside and pursuing a course
which is so inconsistent with it in every re-
spect.

which imperilled the peace of the
City and gave just canse of alarm

to all order-loving citizens.

Iis instructions were a mere farce; and the
worst of it is, we have good cause to believe
that Lyle knew that such wonld be the onse,
even if he did not issne secret instruotions of
a character directly contrary to the published

Take three of the ‘‘depulies’ as speci-
mens, Jobn Tobin was one. This man is
well known to the community. He is a vaga-
bond, a loafer, a gambler, a desperado. He

has vo visible means of support, is an open
and defiant enemy of the law and its adminis-
tratore, and is censtantly under the survail-
lance of the police. His conduct on the day of
election surprised no one who has ever heard
his mame; it conld not have surprised Lyle |
himpelf. Washington Hamilton was another
of the ‘deputies.’’ To the residents of the |
lower section of the city this man is well
known for his desperate and reckleas oareer. |
For years he has been a terror to the neighbor- |
hood in which he operates.

A more thorough-
going and accomplished villain does not live
in our midst, BStill avother ‘‘deputy’ was
James Flanigan, the murderer of the young
lad Perkins, whose blood now cries aloud for
retribntion. Flanigan is a bar-tender in one
of the vilest dens in the northern section of

| the city, and his brutal conduct on Taesday

morning shows him to be a rival of Tobin and
Hamilton in utter disregard of law and order.

Why did Sheriff Lyle appoint men of this
character as his depaties ! To assume that he
was ignorant of their reputation in the com-
munity i8 to demand a stretoch of our fancy
altogether too violent, That Lyle knew these
men a8 well as he knows himself is beyond all
question. His action in appointing such
scoundrels to be preservers of the peace of the
oity is one of the most glaring outrages which
has been perpetrated in onr midst during the
past six weeks, and that is saying a great
deal.

PrsxsyivaxiaA bas given a mew proof of her
overshadowing influence in national politics.
The election of the Republican State tioket in
this Commonwealth virtually settles the Presi-
dential election. It warns the desponding
Democracy that their desperate expedients
will not ensable them to elect Eeymour and
Blair, sud it cheers the patriotic men of
the npation with an indisputable assu-
rapee of the trinmph of Grant and Col-
fax. No other Btate so truly reflacta the
changing curremts of political sentiment.
Pennsylvania is the only true indisator. New
York voted for I'remont in 1856, Virginia,
which was formerly an influential State, voted
for Demoocratic candidater uniformly, sup-
porting Van Boren in 1840, when he was 8o
budly defeated. Ohio voted for Fremont in
1856 and for Cass in 1848, This Btate has
always had a powerful Democratic elements
and it opposes the Demooratic ticket only
when irresistible reasons for suoch opposition
are adduced. At an early period in our
patiopal history Pennsylvania  assumed
a front rank as Democratic BState.
Bitterly hostile to the administration of
Jobn Adams, her citizens warmly supported
Thomas Jefferson (thus differing from nearly
all the other Northern States), and continned
to yield an unfaltering support to his Demo-
oratic smccessors, Madison and Monroe. In
1824 Pennsylvania voted for Jackson; aund
although he did not immediately bacome Pre-
sident, he received at that time a larger popu-
lar vote than either of his adversaries, and
gained such a position before the country that
his election m 1828 and re-election in 1832
became inevitable. This State also gave her
support to his Demooratio successor, Van
Buoren, in 1536, butghe wavered from herDemo-
cratio allegiance for the first time in the cen-
tury in a national contest, in 1840, when the
popular uptising for “Tippecanoce aund Tyler
too" carried the country by acolamation. In
1544 the suoccessful Demooratic candidates
Polk apd Dallas, received the support
of a majority of the citizens of this
Commenwealth, after an animated
contest, and in 15848 Pennsylvania gave further
evidence of her sympathy with the predomi.
pating feeling of the ocountry by supporting
the successful Whig candidates of that year,
Taylor and Fillmore. In 1502 another reval.
sion occurred in favor of I'ranklin Pierce, the
successful Democratio candidate, and in 1850
this State adhered to the waniog fortanes of
the Democracy despite the desertion of every
other important Northern State, and thus se-
oured the election of James Buchanan. #1860
the outrages in Kansas, the periidies of the
Buchanan administration, the onslanght upon
Douglas, and the folly, treason, and tyrauny
of the Breckinridge leaders, combined with an
improved comprehension of the character and
aims of the Republican party, secured the aleo-
toral vote of the BState for Abraham Linooln;
and in 1804 he was_warmly endorsed by thy
oitizens of this Commonwealth. Pennsylvania
doea not lack constanoy or consistency. BShe is
net blown about by every wind of doctrine. But
neither ia she impregnable to argnment and
reason, She has always snpported the Demo-
oratic national tickets when when they de-
served support; she has even sometimes voted
for Demooratic Presidential candidates when
they were soarcely worthy of her confldence,
but when overpowering argnments agains
the Democracy are presented she does no*
hesitate to fofliot a vital blow upon theif
oandidates; and her example 18 at once conta-
glous and conclusive.
